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Township Voters Reject Belleville’s Merger Plans 


BELLEVILLE - A 
merger proposal uniting 
the City of Belleville and 
Van Buren Township into 
a single governmental 
operation was 
overwhelmingly rejected 
by Township voters in a 
special election Dec. 10. 


The unification plan, 
initiated by Belleville’s 
officialdom and calling for the 
annexation of the whole of 
Van Buren Township, was 
defeated by a six to one margin 
in Van Buren. 

The vote total was 2,050 NO 
votes to 375 YES votes. 

Belleville voters approved the 
merger proposal better than 


three to one in a vote count of 
268 Yes to 84 No. 

The vote totals were below 
expectations of both city and 

township officials. 

• • • 

IN VAN BUREN there were 
5,049 voters eligible to cast 
ballots based on the Nov. 5 
registration lists. 

And in Belleville, 1 ,080 were 


eligible. There were 1 8 spoiled 
ballots in the Township and 
three in Belleville. Election 
officials stated these ballots 
were improperly marked. 

The Dec. 10 election was the 
second attempt at uniting the 
two communities. 

In 1963, Belleville sought to 
annex the southern portion or 
lower half of Van Buren. 


Voters deteated this attempt 
by a two to one vote margin. 

A majority of voters in both 
communities was needed to 
approve the merger proposal. 

Mayor Roycc E. Smith, who 
spearheaded the current move 
for unification said: “It was a 
democratic election. The 
people have spoken, we will 
abide by their decision.” 


HE HAD previously stated 
that the possibility of another 
overall annexation by the city 
is definitely out as far as his 
administration is concerned. 

Veteran politics on the scene 
reported that there are 
indications that citizens in 
certain smaller areas of the 
township arc anxious and want 
to unite with the city. 


Any future action on this 
they stated would have to be 
initiated by them. 

Supporters of the merger 
plan held that the annexation 
would eliminate duplication of 
services and bring to the 
combined area many additional 
benefits from federal and state 
governments that are not now 
available to the Township. 


And also to protect reported 
‘‘grabbing” of choice industrial 
sites in the Township by 
adjacent communities.

BELLEVILLE - The 
Belleville High School's 
Department of Music will 
present their Christmas 
Concert of 1968 tomorrow 
(Thursday , Dec. 19) at 8 p.m.

WASHINGTON, DC. - 
Congressman William D. Ford 
(D) 15th District will renew his 
demands in the 91st Congress 
that the nation’s income tax 
system be given a complete 
overhaul. 

Ford was among the sponsors 
during the 90th Congress of a 
10-point tax-reform program 
which failed to muster 
sufficient support for passage 
by Congress. 

The proposed legislation 
called for sweeping reforms to 
eliminate the loopholes which 
enable wealthy persons and 
large corporations to escape 
paying their share of the tax 
load. 

“The most flagrant of these 
loopholes is the oil-depletion 
allowance,” Congressman Ford 
declared. “This thoroughly 
unfair provision permits the big 
oil companies to avoid paying 
income taxes on billions of 
dollars of profits.

There are even a 
few oil companies with 
multi-million-dollar incomes 
that paid no income tax at all, 
due to the oil-depletion 
gimmick. 

“It simply is not fair to expect 
the average working person or 
small businessman to pay his 
full tax share, and then permit 
these corporations to avoid 
taxation through such 
loopholes as the depletion 
allowance,” Ford asserted. 

The Taylor Democrat also 
said he would renew his 


attempts to have the individual 
tax exemption raised from 5600 
to at least 51 ,000. 

“The 5600 figure has been 
made obsolete and even 
ridiculous by the ever-increasing 
spiral of inflation,” 
Congresman Ford said. 
“Congress is long overdue in 
setting a higher exemption.” 

Ford recalled that he opposed 
the 10-percent surcharge which 
was adopted last year, and 
renewed his contention that a 
realistic tax-reform program 
would have eliminated the need 
for such a tax increase.

Turning Theory 

Into Practice 


No job is too large or too 
small for the technical 
know-how of the Wayne 
County Resource Center. More 
than 25,000 educators have 
visited the Center during the 
first three years of its operation. 

The Professional Resource 
Center is, truly, “where the 
education action is.'* 
Thirty-nine local school 
.districts including Detroit, arc 
discovering a materials 
production center offers visible, 
practical evidence that 
educational theory can be put 
into practice. 

The Professional Resource 
Center was established in 1965 
under a $40,000 Title II grant. 
This money was used to 
purchase soft goods, such as 
films, books, kits and globes. 
Through Title II and Wayne 
County Intermediate School 
District (WCISD) funds, 
extensive equipment and 
supplies have been added to the 
center. 

What kind of things can 
Wayne County educators do at 
WCISD library facilities? They 
can produce their own 
instructional materials on the 
equipment available to them on 
a “cost” basis.

This impressive collection of 
technological devices are set in

‘Tis the season to be (a) jolly 
(b) injured. 

No one would wittingly 
make the second choice; yet 
the National Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness reports 
that potentially dangerous toys 
and Christmas tree hazards will 
cause hundreds of American 
children to suffer needless eye 
injuries during the coming 
holiday season. 

The Society urges parents to 
insure the right choice by 
“making their list and checking 
it twice” - and three times if 
necessary, to make certain the 
toys they buy are not potential 
eye hazards. 

John W Ferree, M D., 
executive director of the 
Society, warns parents that 17 
percent of the more serious 
injuries to children's eyes are 
caused by missile-type toys 
such as pellet guns, dart guns, 
air guns, and bean shooters, 
and toys with rubber bands 
that release projectiles, such as 
sling shots. 

• * • 

CHEMISTRY SETS with 
ingredients which may cause 
burns or explosions should be 
considered as gifts only for 
those youngsters with the 
experience to use them 
knowledgeably and prudently. 

"Parents should also be 
alerted against buying 
seemingly harmless toys having 
protruding points, sharp edges, 
detachable parts or those made 
with flammable materials or 
plastic materials that shatter,” 
says Dr. Ferree. 

With reference to Christmas 
tree hazards, the Society 
recommends that: 


• Christmas trees which are 
not chemically fireproofed 
should be kept in water to 
prevent drying and causing fire 
hazards 

• Christmas trees should be 
kept away from heated 
radiators and fireplaces. 


• All electrical wiring, 
including that for tree lights, 
should be double-checked for 
shorts that can cause sparks 
and flames. 

• All t{ec decorations should 
be u n b reakable and 
nonflammable.

More than one million of the 
licenses, along with trout and 
salmon stamps and copies of 
next year’s fishing rules, were 
distributed by the DNR within 
recent weeks. 

As in the past, trout and 
salmon stamps must be 
validated by attaching them to 
annual resident or nonresident 
fishing licenses. 

All other fishing licenses 
stand by themselves. This is a 
change from last year under 
which the DNR has discarded 
the system of having all stamps 
and licenses affixed to basic 
identification cards. 

All of Michigan’s 1969 
fishing licenses, except the 
special one for senior resident 
anglers, have been raised 10 
cents since last year. That 
increase is for dealers to help 
defray higher handling costs. 
The lineup of licenses carries 
these new prices:

RESIDENT ANNUAL, 
$3.10, nonresident annua) 
$6.10; resident trout and 
salmon (stamp), 5 2.10; 
nonresident trout and salmon 
(stamp), S3. 10; resident 7-day, 
$3.10; nonresident 7-day, 
$5.10; resident and 
nonresident 1-day Great Lakes 
stamp for lake trout and 
salmon, $1.10. 

As in the past, wives of 
licensed fishermen, both 
resident and non-resident, may 
fish free. Under both of the 
7-day licenses, husbands and 
their wives may again take any 
type of fish, including trout, 
splake, and salmon. 

Also entitled to all brands of 
fishing are residents 65 years 
and older who buy special 
licenses at 50 cents. 

The new 1969 licenses and 
stamps will be honored by 
conservation officers as soon as 
they are bought by fishermen. 
They will be good through the 
end of next year. The 1968 
licenses expire this Dec. 31 .

How To Buy 
How To Shell 

At this time of year many of 
us are concerned with the 
question, “How many nuts can 
we expect from a pound of 
nutmeats?” as well as “What 
of nut meats should we 
shelled or unshelled.” 
a simple guide to follow, 
pounds of unshelled 
tree nuts make one pound 
(three to four cups) of 
nutmeats. A pound of shelled 
almonds equals three cups of 
whole almonds or one cup of 
chopped almonds. A pound of 
fchelled walnuts gives 4’/a cups 
pf halves or 3 Vi cupA of 
chopped walnuts. A pound of 
shelled pecans gives 4'A cups of 
halves and 3% cups of chopped 
pecans. 

When buying unshelled nuts, 
to get whole or half nutmeats, 
a “nutty hint” is to use a 
pressure cooker. Place nuts (in 
the shell) on rack with Vi cup 
water in 4-qt. pressure cooker. 
^Took 6 minutes at 15 lbs. 
pressure. Reduce pressure 
rapidly and crack nuts 
immediately. One tap of the 
hammer and the nut comes out 
whole. The shelled moist nuts 
can be dried in 200° F. oven 
for 12 minutes if desired.

With EMU’s Nursing Program

WAYNE - PCHA hospitals 
may provide clinical training 
facilities for students in the 
proposed new nursing 
education program at Eastern 
Michigan University. 

Karl S. Klicka, M.D., 
executive director of PCHA, 
read a communication from 
Harold E. Sponberg, EMU 
President, to last week’* 
Operating Committee 
announcing the University’s 
intention to embark on the 
preparatory steps required by 
the State Board of Education 
and the Michigan Board of 
Nursing. 

President Sponberg indicated 
that affiliation with PCHA 
hospitals is considered one of 
the integral elements in the 
realization of the new 
four-year nursing program. 


AFFILIATION 
approved by the 
director this week 
TLvw. 1* meeting 


According to EMU officials 
in charge of developing the 
new nursing curriculum the 
proximity of Beyer Memorial 
Hospital in Ypsilanti and 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne 
makes affiliation highly 
attractive. 

Also. Seaway and Outer 
Drive Hospitals arc located in 
geographic areas fropi which 
the University draws a high 
percentage of its students. 

“At least hall of our 
students,” said Bruce K. 
Nelson. EMU’s Vice President, 
for Instruction, “come from 
areas where PCHA hospital 
units are located, making it 
possible for students of nursing 
to save expenses by living at 
home during their hospital 
training.” 

Dr. Klicka hailed the 
proposed affiliation as 
particularly advantageous to 
PCHA participating 
communities, because existing 
facilities ^ could be utilized 1 m 
The training of critically needed 


health personnel at less than 
usual cost to patients or 
taxpayers. 

“Most hospital-based or 
university-affiliated schools of 
nursing are costly,” Dr Klicka 
said,* “because they require 
construction of residence halls 
and classrooms. Obviously this 
cost must be borne by 
someone, and usually it is the 
patient.” 

THE PCHA Executive 
Director said that the 
PCHA-EMU arrapgement 
would eliminate such expenses 
and still provide a vitally 
needed resource for trained 
personnel. Dr. Klicka also said 
he believed the opportunity 
was timely because on 
completion ol the new Beyer 
Memorial Hospital the vacated 
building in Ypsilanti might be 
considered as an extended care 
facility with a classroom and 
nursing arts laboratory. 

It is expected that Dr. Klicka 
orU serve as a \ncmber of 
EMU's Nursing Curriculum 
Committee, which will be 
gathering information on the 
feasibility of the project and 
“exploring new patterns of 
nurse training. 

EMU’s Vice President Nelson 
said serious consideration will 
be given in the planning lor the 
four-year program to introduce 
student nurses to hospital 
experience during their first 
year, rather than waiting until 
they hud completed their basic 
academic work. 

“IT SEEMS to make more 
sense to expose students to 
clinical experience in the 
hospital curly in the program 
rather than wait until they 
have completed their academic 
training. After all, a girl may 
discover she is not suited to 
actual hospital work, even 
though she might have done 
well with textbooks,” said 
Nelson. 

EMU is expected to provide 
and maintain its own nursing 
faculty, while, on the other 
hand, with completion of the 
addtion to Seaway Hospital 
and the new Beyer Memorial 
Hospital, PCHA would provide 
a total of 1,001 beds for the 
program. 

The fall of 1970 has been set 
as the target for an entering 
class of approximately forty 
students in EMU’s proposed 
program, while clinical work in 
PCHA hospituls might begin in 
1971. 

If approved by ippropriate 
agencies EMU’s new program 
would be the fifth public 
institution in Michigan to offer 
a nursing program with a 
college degree, the others being 
the University of Michigan. 
Wayne State University, 
Michigan State University and 
Northern Michigan University. 

“The Directors consider 
affiliation with Eastern 
Michigan University’s proposed 
program another exciting and 
challenging opportunity in the 
Authority’s total efforts to 
serve its communities,” said 
PCHA Chairman Donald J. 
Pizzimenti.

Sales of guns and 
ammunition will be controlled 
under the new Federal gun law 
that took effect Dec. 16. 

Rex. D. Davb, Assistant 
Regional Commissioner of the 
Internal Revenue Service’s 
Alcohol & Tobacco Tax 
Division for the 5-state Central 
Region, which includes 
Michigan, said IRS is preparing 
material to help gun dealers, 
gun buyers and collectors 
comply with the new Gun 
Control Act of 1968 which was 
enacted by Congress in 
October 

Davis said the new law 
should not place any 
unreasonable restrictions on 
the purchase or ownership of 
ordinary guns used for hunting, 
target shooting or other lawful 
purposes. 

• • • 

PERSONS UNDER 21 will 
be prohibited from purchasing 
pistols, revolvers, and 
ammunition for such weapom 
and persons under 18 will not 
be permitted to purchase any 
firearms or ammunition. 

Sales will generally not be 
.permitted to out-of-state 
residents, Davis said, although 
a person from an adjoining 
state can buy a rifle or shotgun 
by complying with certain

DEARBORN— Ford Division 
dealers continued to sell cars 
and trucks at a hot pace during 
the first 10 days of December. 

Sales of 44,479 cars and 
15,830 trucks pushed the divi- 
sion closer to the combined car 
and truck calendar year record 
set in 1966. The 1966 record 
was 2,542,009 cars and trucks; 
the current year-to-date figure 
is 2,395,636. 

Truck sales set their 14th 
* consecutive 1 0-day record and 
brought retail deliveries for the 
year to 616,022 units, the first 
time in history that any division 
has sold more than 600,000 
units. 

•This is the year for the 
elegant standard car and the 
sporty smaller car," said John 
Naughton, Ford Motor Company 
vice president and division gen- 
eral manager. 

•We’ve boosted our LTD pro- 
duction from about 30 per cent 
to 50 per cent of Ford car line 
production. And we’ve had to 
increase production of Mustang 
fastback models, lead by the hot 
new Mach I, to about 40 per 
cent of all Mustangs built." 

Car sales for the period are 
up 46.8 per cent over last year 
when the company was recover- 
ing from the effects of the 66- 
day UAW strike. Truck sales 
are up 66.8 per cent. The daily 
selling rate was 5,560 cars and 
1,979 trucks. The truck rate is 
a record for the period. There 
were eight selling days in each 
period. 

Sales by car line for the 10 
day period include: Ford 25,086, 
Fairlane 7,784, Falcon 2,891, 
Mustang 7,161 and Thunderbird
